Through the courtesy of Vaughn Flannery, Harford County breeder, we are able to reproduce 
the above map which shows the horse activities of the State of Maryland and their locations. 
At this time of the year the chief activities of the horsemen are hunting (in the map hunts 
and hunt-meets are similarly classified), and sitting by the fire planning on the coming breeding 
season. The proportion of breeders per county has been noted on the map, but it as been 

impossible to note the location of all sires. 
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Breeders; Act 


As we go to press comes word from Wash¬ 
ington that there is grave danger that the sum 
of $25,000, appropriated last year for research 
work on horse diseases, may be cut down in 1938 
to $10,000, and that earmarked for use by the 
University of Kentucky. If this cut in the Agri¬ 
cultural Appropriations Bill, imposed by the 
Budget Bureau, is allowed to stand, it means that 
the research work started in the last year will be 
drastically reduced and any horseman who has 
observed the alarming spread of the dread dis¬ 
ease periodic opthalmia, or moon-blindness, will 
realize the set-back imposed on the horse indus¬ 
try. It is the feeling of The Maryland Horse 
that not only should the full amount be left as it 
was, but the appropriation should be doubled. 
The Maryland Horse also feels that a sub¬ 
stantial portion of this fund ought to be ear¬ 
marked for use in this state where is located the 
finest eye clinic in the world and where is located 
the greatest group of opthalmologists in the 
world. The Wilmer Clinic at the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, at Baltimore, has been working on 
periodic opthalmia for years. With the set up at 
College Park, where there are some 60 acres of 
land and adequate isolation stables, away from all 
other horses; and the staff of the University of 


Maryland as well as the State Veterinarian right 
there, Maryland has advantages to offer that no 
other state can beat. The Maryland Horse 
feels that investigation of periodic opthalmia 
should be carried on where the opthalmologists, 
the bacteriologists, and the veterinarians can 
work in conjunction with the horsemen and 
breeders. 

We fully realize the tremendous number of 
horses in the territory served by the University 
of Kentucky, and we realize that great credit is 
due to the public spirited men who have made, 
in no small measure, the work there possible. 
We do, however, believe that recognition should 
be given the work done in the East, particularly 
at the Wilmer Clinic, and that money for further 
continuance of this investigation and experi¬ 
mentation be made available. In the long run it 
matters little where the investigation is pursued, 
so long as results are obtained that are of value 
to breeders who now know nothing at all about 
periodic opthalmia. The Maryland Horse 
cannot urge too strongly on its readers wherever 
they are that they telephone, telegraph, or write 
their senatorial representatives stressing in no 
weak manner the need for the continuance of 
the appropriation. 
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New Stallions 

Since our last issue there have been three more 
stallions placed in service in Maryland for the 
season of 1938. Major Leonard H. Drennan has 
leased Mint Briar, half-brother of the great sire 
*Sun Briar, to head his small but select band 
of mares at Verdant Valley Farm in Harford 
County. The son of ^Assagai and *Sweet Briar 
by St. Frusquin has been overshadowed all his life 
by his great half-brother and later by Sun Beau 
and little use has been made of him. Neverthe¬ 
less, from 22 starters Mint Briar has sired 18 
winners. A three year old son of this sire and the 
good racemare Salleys Alley, Mint Alley by 
name, is expected to do well in the string of 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer this year. 

Frederick M. Alger is a new recruit to Mary¬ 
land breeding, though his ex-jumper Azucar is 
well known to Maryland racing. Latest Alger de¬ 
velopment is the shipping of the young stallion 
Polar Flight to Foxhill Farm at Monkton where 
Mrs. John Bosley Jr. will be in charge of the 
son of Witchmount or Byrd and Damoris by 
Sain. Accompanying Polar Flight were two Alger 
owned mares, which, together with five mares 
leased from Mrs. Bosley, will ensure the young 
sire a reasonable number of mares in his first 
stud season. 

One of the last of the get of the dead * Light 
Brigade is the strapping brown half-brother of 
Tred Avon, Monel and Stainforth, Galloping On, 
out of the dead *La Muiron by * Durbar II, and 
tracing to the same female line as Omaha. This 
horse, a winner before an accident in training 
ruined his chances, has been placed in the stud 
at Holly Beach Farm by his owner Mrs. Sylvester 
W. Labrot Jr., who is offering his services free 
to a limited number of approved mares. 

American Horse Shows 
Association 

The Annual Meeting of the American Horse 
Shows Association, as it is now called, was held 
January 10 and some interesting decisions came 
thence. Some 300 sat down to lunch, including 
The Maryland Horse’s representative Vaughn 
Flannery. All the officers of last year were re¬ 
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elected, with Adrian Van Sinderen again Presi¬ 
dent. An excellent move was the appointment 
of nine persons as a committee to draw up a 
uniform handbook of rules for the guidance of 
judges, thus tending to make judging as near as 
possible alike in system from Maine to Cali¬ 
fornia. It was decided that from April on none 
but a licensed judge can perform these duties, 
at any recognised show, and this too, is an ex¬ 
cellent move. The Association is growing steadily 
in number of members and in prestige—640 
individual members being added to the roster 
last year, and of these no less than 256 were 
youngsters under 18, which shows the interest of 
the "young entry!’ Built on a solid and sound 
foundation, the Association is bound to have a 
real influence for good in our shows as time goes 
on and it is up to every horse show in the country 
to assist the work by joining the national group. 

Maryland Owners' Maryland 
Winnings 

Four hundred and fifty one owners shared 
in the purse distribution at the four major tracks 
of Maryland in 1937, two hundred and forty 
seven of these owners winning races. Consider¬ 
ing that the valuable stakes and good average 
distribution of purse money at the state’s tracks 
attracted the majority of the better class stables 
here last year, the showing made by Maryland 
owned stables is highly creditable. Thirteen state 
owned or operated stables are among the forty- 
two which earned $5,000 or better during the 
year.

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Maryland's "Perche"; 

A Frederick County Tour 

By Humphrey S. Finney 


That the fertile and highly productive farms 
of Frederick County, Maryland, were housing 
more and more pure-bred Percheron horses I 
had known for some time before my tour of 
that area made in early January, but the extent 
of this industry and the quality of the animals 
furnished me with a complete surprise. When 
I mention that five years ago a pure-bred mare 
was a rarity in the county, and that now there 
are more than three hundred of these mares; 
and when I point out the similarity in topog¬ 
raphy, size, fertility and productivity, from a 
horse raising standpoint, of Frederick Count)^ 
and France’s Perche district, then the name at 
the head of this article does not appear to be a 
misnomer. 

The second annual meeting of the Percheron 
Society of Frederick County furnished me with 
reason enough for traveling to Western Mary¬ 


land, but when an invitation was received from 
Dan Wight, enterprising owner of the group of 
farms named for the old Monocacy River, to 
spend the night and next day touring the dis¬ 
trict, then I could put off the visit no longer. 
The meeting was held in Winchester Hall with 
some thirty enthusiastic farmer-breeders on 
hand. Besides the local group the veteran 
dean of Eastern Percheron breeders, Ed Nico- 
demus, of Waynesboro, Pennsylvania, was there 
to give his sage counsel to the newcomers 
to the game who can so well profit by the wealth 
of experience gained by such breeders over a 
span of many years. The meeting is reported 
elsewhere so I shall say no more than that it was 
an affair full of interest and the significant fact 
was that when it was over, 95 % of the members’ 
dues for 1938 had been laid on the Secretary’s 
table.

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A small group gathered later at Dan Wight’s 
home for a gab fest and to discuss many an inter¬ 
esting occurrence in the realm of the horse. I 
fear the writer and Ed Nicodemus, as well as 
another Thoroughbred enthusiast, Ed Blunt, 
were guilty of some heresy by discussing such 
beyond the pale matters as the relative merits of 
War Admiral and Seabiscuit. However, it was 
an interesting evening and one to be remem¬ 
bered. Sam O’Sullivan, Manager of the Mono- 
cacy Farms, drove us to his home for the night, 
and we were accompanied by the keen young 
breeder Ed Derr, whose farm is near Sam’s home. 
Snow was falling as we drove the dozen or so 
miles home and it looked as though we might 
not get to see all we wished to see the next day. 

It was still snowing when I got up next morn¬ 
ing and before breakfast Sam O’Sullivan and I 
went down to the stables at his farm where an 
old acquaintance of draft-horse showing days, 
Sam’s head groom, a Scotchman, brought out 
his charges for our inspection. The colts were 
shown first, three two year olds of good size and 
substance, two by Nikimi’s Footprint, the other 
an Astrologue, which great old foal getter we 
were to see later at Tyrconnell. The four year 
old Bottineau, a drafty, compact, powerful horse 
was the first aged stallion shown. This stallion 
has been retired from showing and is now 
merely breeding and working on the farm for 
his keep. In his day Bottineau stood 5th in a 
class of 26 two-year-olds at the International 
and last year he was Grand Champion at the 
Maryland State Fair and was 6th in a class of 
16 at the National Percheron Show at Columbus. 
Bottineau is a son of Nikimi and another son of 
this sire came out next in the somewhat taller 
and flashier Gladiator, a horse that appealed to 
me very much, having excellent quality as well 
as substance. I expect this horse to become a 
magnificent animal when he finishes maturing. 
The last stallion brought out before we repaired 
to the house for breakfast was the big rugged 
Pompous. The horses are all in excellent condi¬ 
tion and I noted that obviously considerable at¬ 
tention is paid to their feet, a most important 
item in a drafter’s make up. 

Following a much enjoyed meal the mares 


were looked over. At Monocacy there are 29 
mares of breeding age on four of the 11 farms 
that cover 2200 acres of good land, and of these 
29 mares no less than 24 are plainly in foal. 
The blood test is used to determine pregnancy 
at 45 days after service and both Dan Wight and 
his manager are firm believers in this test, which 
has yet to tell them a lie. Two of these in-foal 
mares we saw in a stable just back of the Mana¬ 
ger’s house, Maude by Kildeer and Audrey by 
Nikimi, and both will be foaling within a few 
weeks. These are two deep, wide, motherly 
mares with the conformation that one looks for 
in broodmares of the right sort, and both have 
the maternal look that, to my mind, is an abso¬ 
lute essential in a broodmare. 

Eight coming yearlings, four of each sex, 
were chased out of their roomy shed into the 
snow for us to look at and unless I’m much mis¬ 
taken there will be three or four good show 
prospects among them, as well as some good 
average ones. In the next barn seven mares were 
standing side by side, and a fine lot they were. 
There were a pair of coming two-year-olds by 
Astrologue, a pair coming three, one of which 
was by that sire, a Carnot bred mare named 
Carmay and the five year old Fair Ann by 
Nikimi and the year older Fashion by Kildeer. 
These mares, like all I saw at any of the farms 
visited, were a credit to their handlers. 

Leaving the home farm Sam and I drove over 
slippery roads with great care to John Crum’s 
place near Woodsboro where there are 9 head 
of purebreds headed by the handsome gray stal¬ 
lion Commodore II. This is a good moving 
horse with a fine topline and a good sort to sire 
the right stamp of colts desired. John Crum 
has five of his get that do their sire considerable 
credit as well as three aged mares, one and all 
of them are in fine order. We saw them chasing 
around the yards having a grand time in the 
snow. Henry Huffman’s farm was visited next 
but as the owner was away from home we did 
not get to see his horses and drove on to the 
farm of L. C. Powell at Woodsboro. Mr. Powell 
and his son Bill were about to leave as we arrived

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Racing Revenue Raised 

The State of Maryland received some few 
thousand dollars over a million from the race 
tracks of the state in 1937, an increase that 
shows the sport of racing to be in a healthy con¬ 
dition. In one hundred days of major racing in 
Maryland $33,578,308 was bet, as against $29,- 
482,756 a year ago and $27,200,977 in 1935. 
Including the half mile figures there was wagered 
in all some $37,390,415, over five million dol¬ 
lars increase over last year. 

From the wagering at the major tracks, the 
State receives one per cent, amounting to $335,- 
773.08. Also it receives $6,000 daily license fee, 
amounting to $600,000 for the year. Then, too, 
the State collects fifteen per cent tax on the net 
revenue of the associations operating the tracks. 
In 1936 this amounted to $82,641, and an in¬ 
crease, proportionate to the increase in betting, 
may be expected in this tax for 1937. 

Taking 1936 figures on net revenue tax, the 
State thus will receive.

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Encephalomyelitis 


All Maryland horsemen are interested in the 
dread virus disease that wrought such havoc 
among our horses a few years ago and, that all 
possible information on the subject be made 
available, we here print the address of Dr. John 
R. Mohler, Chief, Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture which was 
made before the Annual Meeting of the Horse 
and Mule Association of America, by whose 
courtesy we use the reprint. 

* * * * 

Two years ago I had the pleasure of attending 
your annual meeting and at the request of your 
Secretary, Mr. Dinsmore, I presented a paper on 
the general subject of infectious equine en¬ 
cephalomyelitis, or, as it is more commonly 
known, ’’sleeping sickness” of horses. You will 
remember that during that year, 1935, we ex¬ 
perienced what was considered a very severe out¬ 
break, particularly in many of the states west of 
the Mississippi; and that the estimated number 
of cases was well over 30,000 with a mortality 
ranging from 97% in the East to a low of 10% 
in the West. Last year there was a decided lull in 
the incidence of sleeping sickness, only about 
6,000 cases being reported for the entire country. 

Before discussing the subject which Mr. Dins¬ 
more has selected for my talk today, that is, ’’Late 
Control Measures in Infectious Equine En¬ 
cephalomyelitis” I should like to review briefly 
this year’s outbreak. I may say that as in previous 
years I have sent out questionnaires to the vari¬ 
ous State officials and to our own Bureau men 
stationed in the field, requesting information on 
what I deemed the important points relating to 
the disease as it occurred in 1937. While the re¬ 
turns from these questionnaires are not as yet 
all in, we have sufficient data to give you a fairly 
good bird’s eye view of the situation this year. 

The earliest case coming to the Department’s 
attention occurred in the latter part of May in 
a northern district of Florida and this was fol¬ 


lowed by scattered cases in the same state 
throughout the summer and early fall. Our labo¬ 
ratories examined a number of specimens from 
Florida and confirmed the diagnosis of encepha¬ 
lomyelitis by microscopic study, but were 
unable to recover the specific virus which is the 
causative agent of the disease. Other sporadic 
cases occurred during July, August, September 
and early October in Georgia, South Carolina, 
North Carolina, Virginia, Maryland and New 
Jersey. There were probably only several hun¬ 
dred positive cases in these states and the area 
affected was confined largely to the rather narrow 
strip of land bordering the Atlantic coast line. 
This year for the first time the causative virus 
was positively identified in brain specimens ob¬ 
tained from cases in Georgia and South Caro¬ 
lina. Previously, we had succeeded in isolating 
the virus from New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia and North Carolina. It was of great in¬ 
terest to us and I may say a rather fortunate cir¬ 
cumstance that the virus recovered from all these 
infected eastern states was found to be strictly 
of the eastern type. You may recall that we have 
two distinct types of virus, the eastern type, just 
mentioned, which has thus far remained con¬ 
fined to the Atlantic seaboard area, and the 
western type which causes the disease in states 
bordering the Mississippi and those west of that 
river. Let me point out here that the eastern 
virus engenders in the horse and mule a very 
acute and usually fatal disease, the mortality 
ranging from 80 to 100 percent of affected ani¬ 
mals, while the western virus is considerably less 
virulent, the losses occasioned being at times as 
low as 10 percent to as high as perhaps 50 per¬ 
cent of the affected stock. We will consider the 
two types of virus later when we take up the 
discussion of control measures and you will then 
perceive how significant the type of virus may be. 

This year’s outbreak assumed its greatest im¬ 
portance in the territory west of the Mississippi

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Horse Dentistry 

By Leo Dillon 


This is not supposed to be a treatise on horse 
dentistry as space does not permit. It is only to 
show the much needed work of an important 
branch of Veterinary Science. 

In our early days of buying stallions in France 
for importing to the United States, circum¬ 
stances compelled us to buy horses in harness 
that often were very thin. We bought horses to 
be delivered on any date we chose, prior to 
September 1, as that date closed immigration on 
a large scale. The horses had to be relieved from 
work and prepared for shipping with as little 
exercise as was safe. Imagine our surprise to 
learn how much faster a Frenchman could put a 
work horse in shape than we could and on in¬ 
vestigating found that they usually employed 
dental instruments and made the teeth as near 
normal as possible. With this condition. Father 
and I secured a Veterinary surgeon to work with 
us. By observations we learned some of the 
rudiments of dental work and on retiring from 
importing and breeding, specialized in dental 
work. 

Large users of horses in France have their 
horses’ teeth examined regularly and treated 
when necessary. We worked over central Illi¬ 
nois and for four years in Chicago treating in 
one year, 2600 horses. At this time Father re¬ 
tired and the following year I did 1600 alone. 
We had annual contracts with teaming com¬ 
panies to do each horse needing work once each 
year. They paid in many cases of 25 or more 
head, $.50 per horse each year and we examined 
every horse. Call price was $2.00 including 
treatment of one horse and $1.00 each additional 
horse. The teeth of city fed horses deprived of 
pasture, overgrow on upper and outer edges of 
teeth and inside edges of lower teeth, this should 
be filed off. Horses on pasture, especially stony 
pastures, frequently break off or split a tooth 
which must be removed. Old horses’ teeth fre¬ 
quently become overgrown in length and pro¬ 
hibit back teeth properly grinding food and 


must be shortened by filing. This is hard work 
and veterinarians are not fond of the job. It 
costs about $100 for a good set of instruments 
and not every veterinarian is fully equipped. 
Some people think all dentistry on horses is 
done to deceive a prospective buyer regarding 
the age of the animal. This is called ’’Bishop- 
ing.” So many know so little about teeth that 
they are easily fooled on ages. 

As horses are becoming more plentiful, and 
more valuable, I predict that more such work 
will be done. 

"Big head’’ as it is called when a horse has a 
lump on either side of the face or lower jaw, is 
nearly always tooth trouble. The usual remedy 
suggested is a severe blistering, which is as use¬ 
less as it is easy to do. I did work for several 
Circus and Wild West shows, prominent of 
which was "Sells Floto’’ Circus. I travelled three 
weeks on the road with them, doing 317 horses 
and 27 camels, a rare and interesting experience 
for me. 

I do no more work, but if any one wants to 
write me in c/o The Maryland Horse of 
trouble suspected to come from teeth, give ex¬ 
plicit details and I will tell you your probable 
trouble free.

but soon turned around to show us their horses, 
of which there are 15 pure-bred Percherons. 
The Powells have a good man in charge of their 
stock and it was good to look into the stone barn 
and see a line of seven or eight round, sleek 
rumps as the mares stood in their stalls, bedded 
in clean straw and with the stable as neat as a 
new pin—and they didn’t know we were com¬ 
ing around, either. The stud is headed by Bril¬ 
liant IV, an excellent Percheron type in every 
respect. A good goer. Brilliant has size and 
substance as well as quality. He’s a horse of 
great power and is low to the ground and stands 
on excellent legs and feet. Four coming year¬ 
lings were running in the barn yard. These colts 
have had little pushing yet and are lean and 
rangy but have the right build to them. A pair 
of coming two-year-olds finished up the lot there. 

Snow was still falling as we followed Mr. 
Powell and Bill to their home at Woodsboro 
where a welcome toddy helped out considerably. 


Mr. Powell, a businessman as well as a farmer, 
is the new President of the Frederick County 
Percheron group and will be in charge of the 
tour of the local farms the organization is spon¬ 
soring in March. Next stop was at Ed. Derr’s 
place where the good stallion Degas Jr. is head 
of affairs. This is a blocky horse with a particu¬ 
larly good forehand and one that moves well. 
There were a dozen purebreds of all ages turned 
out for exercise in the snow covered yards and, 
the owner being away when we arrived, we had 
plenty of time to look them over before Ed. Derr 
came to join us. The Derr horses appeared to 
have shorter coats and more finish to them pos¬ 
sibly than most seen and evidently are no 
strangers to the curry comb. There are some fine 
fillies in the lot and I expect that the well bred 
mares that have been added to the string in re¬ 
cent months are going to prove a good invest¬ 
ment. 

Another of the Monocacy Farms, the Trout 
Farm, was visited next and here we saw the 
rugged dark gray stallion Benefactor, by Nikimi,

land. It must be pointed out here that of all 
the horses seen, and there were many, none are 
kept for showing, the owners working all the 
horses on the farms, and thereby, I think, raising 
the better stock. There are 47 purebreds in the 
Monocacy lot and besides those already men¬ 
tioned the stallion Nikimi’s Footprint and 7 
mares are at Dan Wight’s home place near Ur- 
bana and another lot are near Knoxville where 
one of the tenants has them. At Dan Wight’s 
place are some grand mares, three by Jambo, a 
pair by Highball, and the other two by Idem. 

From the Trout Farm we drove in to the his¬ 
toric old city of Frederick, immortalized by the 
patriot Barbara Fritchie as well as the birth place 
of Francis Scott Key and the home of the great 
Chief Justice, Roger Brooke Taney. At the Mono¬ 
cacy Farms office we met Dan Wight and with 
him repaired to the Francis Scott Key Hotel for 
lunch, for which both Sam O’Sullivan and I were 
ready. It is to Dan Wight’s unflagging efforts, 
aided and abetted by his then Manager, Kenneth 
Clark, that Frederick County farmers can give 
credit for the renaissance of interest in Percheron 
breeding in those parts. Wight, a young man not 
long from Yale, bought up the farms he now^ 
holds some half a dozen years ago, holding to 
the belief that whatever stocks and bonds might 
do, land was always land, and good to own. 
Since then Wight has built up his Percheron 
studs and Angus herds to an enviable position 
and their development steadily progresses. 

Lunch over we turned the car, now equipped

Mailing list over 2,000 
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with very necessary chains, westwards towards 
the Blue Ridge Mountains, where under the lee 
of South Mountain, near Knoxville, are located 
the Tyrconnell Farms of Roger A. Derby of New 
York, they being managed by the Southern 
Marylander, Warren Tydings, Jr. 

Warren was on hand to greet us and to show 
us his stock, which he did with a great deal of 
interest, showing us first a dozen coming yearling 
colts and fillies, all by the imported sire Astro- 
logue. These youngsters decidedly did not look 
their best, having been fasted for a day and that 
morning treated for parasites with carbon disul¬ 
fide, the odor of which drug pervaded the atmos¬ 
phere no end. The imported stallion Langeais is 
located at the farm where Tydings lives, and a 
grand stamp of a Percheron stallion this is. 
Langeais is a horse of great depth of body, stands 
on four excellent legs and feet and is every inch 
the stallion. A good winner in the shows of his 
native land, at Nogent le Rotron, and Paris, 
Langeais should do equally well if shown here. 

Manager Tydings joined us in the short drive 
to the next farm—one of nine Derby owned 
farms that cover 2000 acres in all, and here we 
saw Astrologue and most of the 18 purebred 
mares. Astrologue, now 15 years of age, is an¬ 
other masculine sort, and a great rugged horse 
as well as being a sure foal getter. The first foal 
of 1938 that I have seen was proudly exhibited 
to us by Mr. Tydings, this being a filly by Lan¬ 
geais from a great show mare, the imported 
gray, Lawrence. The foal arrived New Years’ 
day, to the immense relief of the farm gang, and 
if she’s any criterion, the get of Langeais are 
going to be in demand. 

Out in the stable yard we saw the mares, a 
grand lot of well bred matrons stemming to the 
best blood of the breed and a credit in appear¬ 
ance to any stud. We’d have stayed there all day 
—or at least Dan and Sam would, for there were 
good Angus cattle there as an added attraction, 
but there was a long drive ahead of me so we 
headed back for Frederick, 15 miles away. There 
at the Monocacy Farms office we parted, they to 
attend to office routine and I to tackle a memo¬ 
rable drive over ice covered roads back towards 
Baltimore.

The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

December 17. Off to Charles Town this morn¬ 
ing with Editor Horn, of T. & S. Digest, to take 
in the penultimate day of Eastern racing of 1937. 
Found a wet, muddy track, and muddy parking 
grounds, not to speak of mud-running horses. 
Saw a nice John P. Grier filly Bill Merion has 
just sold to the Labrot outfit, a fine mate for 
*Kantar. Also got down on a Labrot bred in Miss 
Adeline, who came across handsomely for us 
though we had to leave before John Bosley s 
Last Scamp did likewise. 

December 18. At Howard Buck’s Rocky Ridge 
Farm, at Butler, this morning with John A. 
Holm of the Court Manor Stud and found a barn 
full of horses ducking the heavy showers, and 
all in fine shape. Spent the afternoon with Di¬ 
rector Charles E. Rieman of the M. H. B. A. 
inspecting that gentleman’s stud of Suffolk 
Punches. Saw a very fine two-year-old stallion, 
two weeks off the boat from England, also a 
good filly of the same age that came over with 
the stallion. En route home went by Canaday 
Farm to have a look at * Golden Pine and Action. 
Found this latter a most impressive sort, with a 
fine head and eye and a good shoulder and with 
the bloom of youth still heavy on him. 

December 19. Spent an hour or so with Major 
L. H. Drennan at his well named Verdant Valley 
Farm this afternoon, the Major telling me he 
contemplates putting on another stallion in the 
place left vacant by old Woodstone. Saw a small, 
but good looking, band of mares in the paddocks 
in front of the Major’s house, including the good 
gray. Curtain Call, by Messenger. 

December 21. Had a long drive with Howard 
Buck, of Rocky Ridge, to see Ned Reigh at 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Remlik Hall, down on 
the Rappahannock River in Virginia. Found the 
horse looking in splendid shape and sound as a 
bell. Had a look at Nedayr and found the Pimlico 
Futurity winner filled out and feeling fit and 
well. Nedayr looks like a sure stayer and there 
are a dozen there with him that look like giving

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Letters to the Editor 

Enclosed with his farm’s check for Breeder- 
Owner membership, Dan Wight, owner of the 
Monocacy Farms at Frederick, sent the following 
letter, which should interest breeders and stallion 
holders. 

Dear Finney: 

. . . These rather unproven facts may be of 
interest to your readers. 

The number of mares that foaled for us in 
1937 was the lowest in our 5 years of breeding. 

I think we had 29 mares of breeding age and we 
got only 13 colts. During the breeding season 
we had a stallion at only one of our farms all 
during the season. We now have 29 mares of 
breeding age and the pregnancy test shows that 
24 of them are in foal. There may have been 
other reasons for this hoped for better record, 
but I am pretty sure the biggest reason was the 
fact that we put a stallion on three of the four 
farms on which we had mares. Each of these 
three farms have 7 or more mares on them and 
none of them have more than one mare that 
does not show to be in foal. At the fourth farm 
there are 5 mares on it and 2 of them do not 
show to be in foal. 

The stallions at the three farms each have 
taken the place of a mare, work every day and 
besides this bring in stud fees of $225 to $300 
a year. I think this is a very good argument for 
the sale of stallions and my opinion is that the 
man who owns the stallions gets the best results. 

Our stallions do not go on the road now, the 
mares are brought in to them. 

One other thing that we found that may be of 
interest, is that our old horse Dragon bred about 
80 mares in the breeding season of 1936. I 
kept the record of each mare, as to whether or 
not she was the first, second, or third mare bred 
that day by Dragon. In analyzing the foals from 
these services, I found that the fact that the 
mare was the first, second, or third bred during 
the day seemed to have no effect on whether or 
not she got in foal. I believe that Dragon cov¬ 
ered 3 mares almost every day of the first two 
months of the breeding season, and probably 
averaged about 2 for the last two months. The

river. From reports that have come to our hands 
to date, I estimate that there were at least 100,- 
000 cases of the disease in this area, by far the 
most extensive outbreak in recent years and per¬ 
haps the greatest of all time. In the early sum¬ 
mer (June) a few cases appeared in Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, and the Dakotas; indeed, at about 
the same time or possibly somewhat earlier, the 
disease made its appearance in a narrow strip of 
country in Manitoba and Saskatchewan border¬ 
ing Minnesota, North Dakota and Montana, 
While the infection was gaining headway in this 
northern area, cases began to develop both to the 
south and west so that before the middle of 
August, practically all states south as far as 
Arkansas and Oklahoma and west to the coast 
were encountering the plague. A little later 
Texas was involved in the general outbreak and 
Louisiana and Mississippi had already experi¬ 
enced some of the disease.

Had a 
look at the Labrot horses today and found some 
really fine looking yearlings among the lot. The 
young half-brother of Tred Avon, Galloping On, 
by * Light Brigade out of the dead *La Muiron, 
is to be put in stud at Holly Beach this season, 
free to a few approved mares. Galloping On, 
a giant of a horse, is the property of Mrs. Sylves¬ 
ter W. Labrot Jr. The Holly Beach yearlings had 
been wormed a day or two with the second 
treatment of the winter, with carbon disulphide, 
and with excellent results. Bill Clasby, Stud 
Manager, showed me an old friend in *Kantar, 
which horse is going along steadily under the 
saddle preparatory to the season s commence¬ 
ment.

The afternoon session was 
devoted chiefly to the draft-horse with Earl 
Kranz, of the U. S. Dept, of Agriculture; Warren 
Tydings of Knoxville and the writer making 
speeches. The pioneer Belgian breeder of Wash¬ 
ington County, W. H. Cunningham, was in the 
Chair for the horse program. An interested 
visitor was Raymond N. Gentry of the Enza- 
Vita Company, who was explaining his product 
to a number of the horse breeders. The Associa¬ 
tion elected Somerset O. (’’Esso”) Jones, of 
Ellicott City, President for the next year, an 
excellent choice.
